Press despatches from the Old 
Country slate that the King has 
conferred Knighthood on Herbert 
Louis Samuel, who has been ap- 
pointed High Commissioner of Pal- 
estine, and wbo was to proceed to 
the Holy Land on June 20. 

The New Administration. 

Sir Herbert announced that the 
general principles to be followed by 
the new administration in Palestine 
include toroplttet religious freedom, 
firm enforcement of law and order, 
active encouragement of economic 
development. Civilian administra- 
tion is to be established immediate- 
ly. The higher ranks will .consist of 
British officials of ability and ex- 
perience, and the other ranks will be 
open to the local population, irre- 
spective of creed. 

.Measures will be adopted to re-" 
construct the Jewish national home 
in Palestine, but the rights of the 
present non-Jewish inhabitants will 
W protected. 

As recent events have turned the 
attention of the wortd to this comer 
of thfi globe, the following glimpse 
at conditions in Palestine to-day will 



somewhat startling to the American 
Red -Cross man who describes his 
trip from Bccrshtba in Scribner's 
Magazine, 10 come upon a company 
of men pulling up a tclcphoniflinc. 

The writer refers lo reports he 
had heard to the effect that anybody 
travelling over the route he was tak- 
ing should take a "dragoman and 
horses and tents," and an escort of 
soldiers for his protection, since it' 
was said that tile inhabitants of 
those regions were inclined to attack 
solitary travelers. That was before 
the war, however. At the time of 
his trip the English were occupying 
a large part of the land. 

"Wherefore," he says, "I travelled 
alone through the night without ser- 
ious molestation. I was slopped by 
a group of men at dusk and asked 
rather savagely for cigarettes and 
"bakshish," but no violence was of- 
fered, though I had no weapon. 

Cups of Cold Water. 

"On the contrary, great courtesy 
and hospitality were shown me on 
the way by the fellaheen as wall as 
by Ilia British Officers and men. 
This wayside kindness showed Itself 
chiefly in keeping me supplied with 



water. (I Can understand why bles- 
sings were offered by Christ to those : 
who gave cups of cold water.) - 

"Tit the laic afternoon I passed the 
only village at the roadside between" 
Qecrsheba and Hebron — the ancient 
village of Debir, which nove has" the • 
nam^of.DahaTiycbj'but has probably - 
much the aspect of its ancient self, 
except that in Joshua's time it' 
doubtless had walls,. It was then 
the village of the giants — the Ena- 
kim — who stood out against the , Is* 
raelites till Othnci, a kinsman of 
Caleb, overcame the city, encourag- 
ed to such hardihood by Caleb's 
^proffer of his sister in marriage to 
the warrior who should first enter 
its citadel. 

"Nowhere ctsc in lower Palestine", 
was the far past so close. There was 
no near association for the most of 
the way across the plain to disturb 
the consciousness of tlic past, and I 
was free to spend most of the time 
in the company of Abraham and his 
boy Isaac, Elijah, David, and others 
of those ancient days. 

"And when the night cam'e on it 
was almost as light as day, for the 
moon rose iu full orb out of the 
desert of Maon, where once dwelt 
the churlish Nabal and his wife Abi- 
gail, who, after her drunken hus- 
band's "heart had died within him " 
and he became a stone," received a 
proffer of marriage from David. 

"Valley of the Shadow." ' 

"Over hills and through valleys 
that were awesome with the moon 
shadows— were these not perhaps'' 
tlic very valleys that had piven the ■ 
Psalmist hts metaphor of the "Valley 
of the Shadow"?™! journcyc'J on by, 
the winding road, down at last past 
Solomon's Pools (one empty of warm- 
er, one almost empty, and the third 
planted in tomatoes and other veg-' 
ctablcs), down into the fruitful Vale 
of Urtas, which Solomon may have 
had in mind when he wrote oj 
descending into the garden "to see i 
the fruits of the valley, to sec wheth- 
er the vine flourished and the pome- 
granate budded." Then on till the 
roofs of the little town of Bethlehem 
began to appear in lhc dawn. The 
morning star was burning in the sky 
above it with a brilliancy that sepm- 
cd supernal. Over Bethlehem 
on ray horizon it stood, toward the 
Shepherds' Field, till the walls of 
the little city itself hid it from view.
